Athens, Ga. December 5.—(Bpecial.)— 
The Clarke county grand jury which ad- 
jrurned Saturday took up the yquesfion 
of the division of dispensary profits and 
reccommended that the county commis- 
sioners withdraw the IKigation now going 
on to force the city of Athens to a dif- 
ferent basis of division of the profits’ of 
the dispensary. 

Six months ago the grand jury made 
the same recommendation, but the coun- 
ty commissioners, taking the position 
that they were right and that the county 
should receive a larger share of the 
profits, pad no attention to the recom- 
mendation other than to give it a respect- 
ful consideration. 


This grand jury takes the position that 


the county runs the risk of being cut 
out of any share in the profits if the case 
is decided by the supreme court, a tech- 
nicality of law being involved. It is hard. 
ly probable that the county commiasion- 
ers will recede from their position, und 
the litigation will stand until finally ad- 
judicated by the supreme court. 

The grand jury also made a swipe at the 
dispensary commissioners and the city 
council. The language of the present- 
ments was courteous, but nevertheless 
Liting.

Montgomery, Ala., December .- po- 
cial.) -The feature of the day in the gen- 
eral assembly was the passage through 
the house of the bill proposing to increase 
the appropriation of the four white normal 
schcols to F. 500 (tech. At present the 
nchoc at Florence receives this amount, 
the s@hool at ‘Troy 96,000 and those at 
Jacksonville and Livingston $23,500 each. 
The friends of all of the normal schools 
co-operated in urging the passage of the 
bill, and it passed by a close majority. 

The bill provoked an exceedingly spicy 
dissension. Messrs. Bankhead, Clark, 
Brandon, Gunnels and Screwa advocated 
the passage of the measure on the theory 
that without accomplished aad trained 
teachers there could not be effective in- 
struction; that the assistance of the nor- 
mal schools was in reality the most prac- 
tical sort of patronage of the public 
schools. Mr. Bulger, of Tallapoose, led 
the fight for the opposition. He argued 
that it was wrong for the state to fur- 
nish very many times as much for the 
education of the children who were fortu- 
nate enough to be able to attend the 
normal schools as it did for those Who at- 
tended the common schools, and that he 
did not believe in any sort of special 
privileges. The bill finally passed and

extent by having to overcome a 
sentiment which has existed in our sec- 
tion from time immemorial that the work 
shop is not a fit place for a gentleman. 
Ol] and dust have been considered by our 
young men the barriers to polite so- 
clety and to the associations of our most 
refined circies. 

“But the young American whose 
sole physical skill consists in leading 
germans in superior social circles 
will find that they will be led by 
Germans in the manufacturing 
world. 

“That country which is superior in tech- 
nical schools will be superior in her 
manufacturers and in her ability to take 
advantage of her natural resources. Her 
prosperity will be greater than that of her 
neighbors and her civilization will be 
higher. England, France, Germany, Rus 
sia and Austria are ahead of our coun- 
try in this particular. Their schools of 
technology are older, have more money, 
‘ “As technical education gives Europe 
the .dvantage over America, so, in this 
country, it gives the north the advantage 
over the south. An advantage more 
marked in degree, more startling in its 
effects and, ia the war of commerce, 
more crushing in its defeats, fcr the south 
has no protective tariff against the north, 


| as the north has against Europe. 


“Given the same envi: nments of two 
races and superior technical training to 
one of them, what will be the outcome in 
the industrial progress of the two in 2% 
years? Does i: not stand to reason that 
those who are placed in contact with 
ekill.d instrittion, and who become most 
familiar with the trades will become the 
better workmen and will reap the richer 
harvest in the progress of their country? 
We have only to cast our eyes on Ala- 
bama to see an jnstitution for the prac- 
tical and acientific training of the negro, 
which has more students enrolled today 
in practical courses of study than all 
the white technical schools of the south. 

“Admitted tha. the negro is mentally 
far beneath the Caucasian; admitted that 
the control of affairs with us is to remain 
with the white race; admitted that every 
influence in our social system will ever 
operate to bestow the greater benefits up- 
on the white, we must realize that fact 
that the work of the future, which is to 
receive the greatest compensation and 
command the highest respect, as skilled, 
intelligent labor. 

“Unlike our brothers of the north, 


we shut out the black man from no 
field of honorable employment. No 
trades or crafts in the south hold out 
to him greater encouragement than 
those which close their doors against 
him in other states. With greater

“The cotton oll industry is one which 
has been developed to all practical pur- 
poses, exclusively in the south and ex- 
tensively by southern pecple. It ix an 
industry in which the energy and enter- 
prise of our home people is made mani- 
fest whenever :elf-reliance is one of the 
¢lements in the proposition. A people 
with less self-reliance and less steadi- 
ress of purpogce could never have rescued 
elvilization from the dangcrs that con- 
fronted it for a quarter of a century 
after the civil war. In the production of 
the best and cheapest raw material for 
clothing and in such -cnormous quanti- 
ties and also in the development of such 
a splendid industry in producing good 
products out of cotton seed, be demon- 
stration of the wonderful originality and 
erpability of the people of the south has 
been made perfect. 

“For a long time these qualities of our 
pecple were hampered and dwarfed ly 
the institution of slavery and its results.

Poor indeed 
is the equipment of the technical schools 
in most of our southern states, end in 
scme no advantages whatever are of- 
fered along these lines. The sakvation 
of the cause rests upon prompt and lib- 
era! appropriations from our state gov- 
ernments. Appropriaticns to such: a 
cause are investments whose dividends 
are endless nd without price. The in- 
dorrement of such a course of legisla- 
tion by this convention would be emi- 
nently proper, and I ask that appropri- 
ate resolutions be passed before your ad- 
jcurnment. urging with your command- 
ing infivence that every southern state 
make ample provision for its technical 
schools. There is no state whose legis- 
lature will refuse to make appropriations 
for practical education when the subject 
is properly presented before them. In 
June, 1897, in the state of Georgia, it was 
was my privilege to advacate the estab- 
lishment of a department of textiles in 
the state school of technology. I did 
not hesitate to say that when our boys 
and girls should be instructed in the 
manipuletion of cotton into fabrics of the 
finest texture and design: that the south 
vould be again in confiict with the north, 
not in a conflict of arms, but in a 
struggle for commercial supremacy; that 
the war should be one, not of secession, 
but of aggression, and that our own vie- 
tories, agsured us by every environment 
of forest and field and stream, woul 
mean the emancipation not of the negro. 
but of the white race; emancipatioh from 
peverty, emancipation from ignorance, 
emancipation from a servile dependence 
upon other sections for the very neces- 
sities of civilization.

|.—December comes to ug with very little signs 
or conditions of winter. Except in the far 
northwest there is no frost in the ground or 
snow upon the surface.

Financially they are so well situated that 
there is no pressure upon them to sell at prer- 
ent prices, although very remunerative values 
could have been received during the month 
just closed even at grain centers for any 
portion of the new crop which will grade.

STOLEN GOODS IDENTIFIED 


Many People Call at the Police Bar- 
racks. 


DETECTIVES DID GOOD WORK 


Sergeant Bedford Thanks The Con- 
stitution—More Goods on Hand 
To Be Identified. 


The detective bureau at the police bar- 
racks looked Uke the opening day of a 
big store yesterday. Seventy-five or a 
hundred ladies and gentlemen called dur- 
ing the morning to identify the stolen 
jewels and other goods which the detec- 
tives had recovered, 

The story of the recovery of the dla- 
monds, rings, watches and notions was 
published in The Constitution yesterlay 
morning and by 10 o'clock most of the 
goods had been turned over to the proper 
owners, 

Sergeant Bedford said the great num- 
ber of inquirers after lost property made 
two impressions on his mind. First, he 
was more convinced than ever of The 
Constitution's facilities for reaching the 
peop'e; and. secondly, he was surprised at 
the large number of people who had been 
victims of thieves lately. 

Hundreds of families in the city and 
many stores have been robbed recently 
and in every instance the thief was a 
trusted employee or house, servant. 

For hours yesterday ladies and men 
went up the double flight of stairs lead- 
ing to the detective’s office. In a room 
were all the jewels and watches and the 
boxes of notions. There were also many 
boxes of tobacto and a lot of ladies’ dress 
suits. 

Detectives Chosewood and Harris had 
recovered all the goods and had arrested 
the men who did the stealing and the 
man who ran the fence' from which 
the goods were sold. 

Sergeant Bedford says his men did good 


work and he thanks The Constitution for 


finding the owners of the property. 

“We wished to find the persons who 
had been robbed, because we desired 
the gocds turned over to the owners,” 
said the sergeant, ‘‘and because we could 
not well convict the thieves without the 
evidence of the persons who had been 
robbed.“ 

There are still large lots of stolen goods 
which have not been identified. Sergeant 
Bedford cnce more invites all persons who 
have lost any goods to call at his office.

WORK ON FEDERAL PRISON 


Contractors Are Making Rapid 
Progress Now. 


— — —— 


TO BE COMPLETED MARCH 1 


Roofing Is Being Placed on Several 
Buildings and All Are Near- 
ing Completion. 


* 


The work at the federal prison Is being 
rapidly pushed on to completion. Ed 
Dugna, the head foreman for the contrac- 
tors, Griffith & Wells, says that 99 per 
cent of the work on the buildings now de- 
ing constructed is done and although it 
will be March Ist before the entire con- 
tract is filled, it is on account of the 
Slow progress of finishing work. 
The main building is 368 feet long by 
sixty feet wide with a projection over 
sixty feet square in front. This building 
will contain five stories of cells, The walls 
need only two more courses of stone be- 
fore completion, 
The ohe and hospital building is 
three stories @igh and is nearly ready to 
be roofed in, 
The kitchen annex walls require only 
two feet more and the powerhouse is be- 
ing roofed in. The smokestack above the 
powerhouso is to be 150 feet high and ‘s 
now ready for tha painters. 
Over à men have employment on these 
buildings and with the assistance of six 
steam cranes they are making rapid 
headway. Over 70,000 brick are being laid 
per day; these are furnished by the Chat- 
tahoochee Brick Company, and there is 
erough on hand so that the recent acci- 
dent at the brickyard. will not delay the 
work. More than 200,000 enamel brick 
will be used in the walls by stairways, 
etc. Up to the present time 230 car loads 
of sand have been used. Thirty-five cars 
of steel have been received from the Car- 
negie steel works, of Pittsburg, Pa., and 
as many more will be used in completing 
the work. The roofs will ve of slate, steel 
and copper. The buildings are in a row 
just behind the main building and are 
connected under ground. from the front 
vall of the main building to the rear wall 
of the last is over 600 feet. 

The contract held by Griffith & Wells is 
for $600,000. Another building will be be- 
Kun early next spring three times the size 
of the present one. 

North Boulevard will be extended so as 
to pass just west of these buildings: a 
ten-foot wall will be built by the side of 
this, which will inclose seven acres of the 
grounds.
